CUAPTER 256.

GRAVE YARD.

AN ACT to vacnte n certain grave yard therein nam-d, and authorizing the sale

of the grounds, ac, vecopiod Ly such gruve yard, :

SecrioN 1. DBeit enacted by the General Assembly of the wyqiea.
State of Iowca, That the grave yard heretofore situate and
being inaud vwpon block 43, Bloowfield, Davis county, Iowa,
be, and the rame is liereby vacated.

Sec 2. Within sixty days afier this act goes into eflect, Notiee.
it shall be the duty of the county juige, of Davis county,
Towa. to give public notice that said grave yvard is vacated ;
and that the fricnds of deceased persons, buried in said yard,’
may rewove such deceared pereon fiom said grave yard,
within ninety days fiom the time such notice is published s
and that in case fruch rcmoval is not made, the same wiil
Le dene wnder the sancticn of 1he said county judge.

Sre. 3. rwdinatice may Le by publication in a news- Pablicstion,
paper, publishcd in said connty, and if nene be so published,
then by posting up in three public places, in the town of

igld, {of ] said county.
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Sec. 4. If, after the ¢xpiration of ninety days from the
time of such publicaticn of notice is made, there be any
bodies still interred and uuremoved in said grave yard, it
shall be the duty of the conuty judge to cause the same to
be removed as speedily as practicable.

Sec. 8  That the said county judge is also authnrized at
any time, after this law goes into effect, to sell ~uid block at
public sale to the highest bidder, by baving given four
weeks’ previous notice in the manner now required in case
of sales of real estate under execution; butno title shall be
made by said judge until such deceased persuns, as have
been interred in said block, be removed, unless there be a
reservation in the conveyance of raid plock of the right to
enter at any tinie thercafter ard remeve ruch deceused per-
sons: Provided, that said block may be sold out in parccls
to suit purchasers, and may be sold on credit not exceeding
one year from day of sale, the purchase money to be secar-
ed to the satisfaction of said jndge: And provided also, that
it said block, or any part thercof, be not sold at said publie
sale, it may then be disposed of at private sale, but in no
case to be sold for less than the appraised value thereof,
such value to be fixed by three disinterested persons ap-
pointed by said judge for that purpose.

Skc. 6. It shall be the duty of the county judge to ap-
ply the proceeds of the sale of said block to defraying the
expenses incurred in the removal of such persons as said
judge, under this 2et, shall be required to remove; and if,
alter defraying caid expenses, there be any balance of the
proceeds of said rale remaining, such balance shall be paid
over to the trustees of the Bluomfield ecmetery, to be appli-
ed by them in the fencing and otherwise improving said
cemetery.

Ske 7. This act to hein foree from and after its publi-
cation in the Iowa Capital Reporter and Towa Flag: Pro-
vided, said publication shall not be at the expente of the
State.
